GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY HONORS THE SHAH OF IRAN 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The George Washington University today (Wednesday, June 5) 
presented the honorary degree of Doctor of Public Service to His Imperial Majesty 
Mohammad Reza Pahlavi, Aryamehr, Shahanshah of Iran, in a ceremony at 11:30 a.m. 
(Tehran time) at the Imperial Palace in Tehran. 

In conferring the degree, George Washington University President Dr. Lloyd 
H. Elliott cited the Shah’s achievement during the thirty-two years of his 
reign in bringing Iran M to the ranks of the foremost nations of our time." He 
singled out for special praise the Shah’s "White Revolution" and his recent decrees on 
free education and free health care for all Iranian citizens. 

Of the Shah’s actions in bringing about a solution to the worldwide oil 
problem, President Elliott said,"...you assumed a central role in ending an 
international crisis that would have deprived millions of light, heat, and 
Livelihood." 

Informally Dr. Elliott reminded the Shah of the long relationship —dating 
back more than fifty years, or approximately one third of the university’s history— 
that has existed between the George Washington University and Iran. The first 
Iranian students came to the university in 1916. Recently it was announced that 
.Iran would send 54 graduate students to the university to participate in a special 
two-year computer training program conducted by GWU’s School of Engineering and 
Applied Science.

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Present at the conferring of the degree was Mr. Charles E. Phillips 
chairman of the board of trustees of the university. 

Representing* the George Washington faculty was Dr. Philip Grub, 
professor of business administration at George Washington and a 
member of the executive committee of the George Washington University 
Faculty Senate. 

In responding to Dr. Elliott’s remarks, and expressing his 
appreciation for the degree, the Shah said, "I can only say that we 
shall continue to strive for the same humanitarian objectives we have 
long been pursuing... We shall do all we can, not only for our own 
people, but also for other countries whose burdens we seek to ease. 

To this end, we have already taken several measures among which are our 
initiation of the human welfare legion and our proposal for a world 
fund to help poor nations and those in need of foreign aid on a 
bilateral basis with special easy term loans, " he continued. "In 
our struggle for a better life we have not been guided by any ’isms’, 
although certain ideologies might, in some cases, prescribe courses 
similar to those we have taken", he said. "All these measures are 
aimed at improving the standard of our people’s material life within 
a framework of individual liberties which allows for a parallel 
enhancement of their spiritual life," His Majesty added. "We will 
do all in our power to help poor countries, near and far, develop 
their resources and have a decent standard of living," he stated. 

"In this world of technology, you have to enjoy an increasingly better 
life every day," he said and concluded, "I can assure you that we 
shall relentlessly strive in this direction, and also wherever 
possible, be useful outside our borders. We will do so with the 

greatest pleasure and pride.

"DISCIPLINE IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS" 

GWU-NATIONAL PUBLIC RADIO PROGRAM 

WASHINGTON, D.C.— The continuing conflict between parents’ 
concern for increased discipline in schools and students’ growing 
awareness of their donstitutional rights will be .the subject of an 
hour-long radio program, "Discipline in Public Schools," to be 
aired over National Public Radio's 167 stations throughout 
the United States. 

The program has been produced cooperatively by National Public 
Radio and the Institute for Educational Leadership of The George 
Washington University. 

Dr. George Gallup of the Gallup Poll; Stephen Browning, staff 
attorney for the Lawyers' Committee for Civil Rights will be 
interviewed on the program. Three school board members; the 
superintendent of schools; a high school principal; an elementary 
school principal; the head of the teachers' association; four 
high school students; two parents; the Director of the Office of Stu- 
ent Concerns, all of-Prince George's County, Md., will be interviewed.. 

A case study of discipline and related problems in the 
Prince George's County schools will be featured in the discussions. 

The tenth largest school district in the United States, Prince 
George's has recently adopted "for study" a strict disciplinary

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code which is the subject of much controversy, some of it of a 
legal nature. 

Dr. Gallup and his organization have recently completed the 
sixth annual Gallup Poll of public attitudes toward education. He 
will give the listening audience a preview of some of the poll's 
findings. 

Attorney Browning will review three cases concerned with 
students' constitutional rights now on the Supreme Court's docket. 

Local newspaper listings will give times that National Public 
Radio stations will be broadcasting the program. NPR is the only 
nationwide non-commercial radio network in the United States. 

The program can be heard in the Washington area at 7 p.m. 
on July 29 on radio station WAMU-FM, at 7 p.m. on July 30 on 
WETA-FM (90.9), and again at 1 p.m. on July 31 over WGTS-FM (91.9). 

The program is part of the "Options on Education" series 
sponsored by National Public Radio and the Institute for Educational 
Leadership of The George Washington University. The first program 
in the series examined the issue of school records. Upcoming 
programs will go into the questions of who pays for schools and 
how?; what happens to pushouts, the students who leave school due 
to administrative hassling?; and illiteracy in America.

NATIONAL SCIENCE FOUNDATION AWARDS GRANT TO GWU 
JUDICIAL INFORMATION FLOW STUDY 


WASHINGTON, D.C.,-- The Law and Social Sciences Program of the 
National Science Foundation has awarded a six-month grant, totaling 
$42,700, to The George Washington University for support of the 
study, ’’Models of Judicial Information Flow." The study is directed 
by professors Arthur S. Miller and Jerome A. Barron of GWU's 
National Law Center and Program of Policy Studies in Science and 
Technology. 

The grant provides funding for a pilot study of the flow of 
information to the Supreme Court. The study will isolate and trace, 
through the development of a descriptive model, the various sources 
of information utilized by the Supreme Court, the means whereby 
information is communicated to the Court, and finally, the actual 
or possible effects of this information on Supreme Court decisions. 

Professor Miller notes, "There is a basic gap in our knowledge 
concerning the judicial process; little is known about how judges 
in fact inform themselves on the public policy issues brought 
before them for decision. How do justices choose the major premises 
employed in writing their opinions? How are the major premises 
developed in the cases selected for study? On what information, 
from within or without the formal appellate process, are premises 
predicated? The flow of information is an essential ingredient 
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in how the Court makes decisions, and relates to its environment." 

Professor Barron adds, "Numerous writers have recognized that 
both legal scholars and political scientists have neglected to 
relate communications and information research to the judicial 
process. This study will examine and analyze the manner in which 
the justices are informed. The study, through the development 
of a model of information flow, will attempt to illuminate the 
totality of the judicial process, from input through conversion, 
to output and feedback, possibly leading to the early stages of 
a theory of the information process. Finally, the study may result 
in a greater predictability of Supreme Court decisions, and, perhaps, 
may aid in developing new channels of information for the Court." 

In the course of the study, six major lines or series of cases 
will be studied in analyzing the flow of information to the Court: 
the new public law of libel cases; abortion and birth control 
information cases; school desegregation cases; economic substantive 
due process cases; both administrative and criminal procedure 
search and seizure cases; and selected cases involving trial by 
jury. 

The study will culminate in a symposium at GWU to discuss and 
examine the findings of the research. 

A member of the National Law Center faculty since 1961, Miller 
is chief consultant to the Senate Watergate Committee, and a special 
consultant to the Senate Subcommittee on Separation of Powers. He 
is the author of The Supreme Court and American Capitalism , and 
The Supreme Court and the Living Constitution , and has written 
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GWU JUDICIAL INFORMATION FLOW STUDY

extensively in the fields of Constitutional law and the Supreme Court. 

Barron joined the National Law Center faculty in 1965, and 
is currently special consultant to the Senate Watergate Committee. 

He is the author of Freedom of the Press for Whom? -- The Right 
of Access to the Media , and has written widely in the areas of the 
freedom of the press, and mass communications law. He recently 
appeared before the Supreme Court in a case involving the "right 
to reply," a case dealing with the controversial issue of whether 
a state may authorize free equal space to political candidates for 
reply to newspaper editorials attacking them. 

Charles M. Lamb, a political scientist in the Program of Policy 
Studies in Science and Technology, will assist Miller and Barron 
in the study. His past research has been in the areas of 
judicial philosophy and behavior, and the judicial process.

DEAN ARTHUR E. BURNS RETIRES AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C.— Dean Arthur E. Burns of The George 
Washington University Graduate School of Arts and Sciences 
is retiring after *10 years of service to the university. 

He has been dean of the Graduate School since 1967 and 
prior to that served 10 years as dean of the Graduate Council. 
From 19**9 to 1957, Dr. Burns was dean of the GWU School of 
Government. He came to the university in 193** as instructor 
in economics and moved up through the academic ranks to become 
professor of economics in 19**5. At this year's commencement 
he was given the status of professor emeritus of economics 
of the Graduate School. 

His academic career has combined teaching, research in 
international and financial problems, and administration. 

The co-author of the book Government Spending and Economic
